GALVESTON, Texas Crews navigated debris- 
strewn streets Sunday to reach people still 
stuck in some of the thousands of homes 
flooded by Hurricane Ike. Authorities 
imposed a curfew in Houston and warned it 
would be weeks before the nation’s fourth- 
largest city is fully back up and running. 

Here’s a look at what Ike has done, not only 
in Texas, but also in Louisiana and states hun- 
dreds of miles from the storm’s landfall. 


CHICAGO’S BRUSH 

Ike weakened to a tropical 
depression early Sunday 
morning but was still packing 
winds up to 35 mph as it moved 
rapidly northeast. Some of 
Sunday’s heavy rain in Chicago 
can be directly attributed to the 
remnants of Ike.

More rain 

Heavy morning rains 
hampered rescue efforts, 
while those who had 
evacuated and tried to 
return to the Houston 
area found interstates 
and streets blocked by 
flooding and debris. 

Rescue effort 

Nearly 2,000 people 
in Texas who refused 
orders to evacuate before 
Hurricane Ike have been 
rescued by land, air and 
water. A door-by-door 
search continues in 
Galveston. 

Evacuees 

More than 1.2 million 
people fled the Texas 
coast as Ike approached, 
but officials estimated as 
many as 140,000 defied 
evacuation orders and 
stayed to ride out the 
enormous Category 2 
storm. 

Bush visit 

President Bush planned to 
travel to Texas on Tuesday 
to express sympathy 
and lend support to the 
storm’s victims. 

Curfew 

In Houston, a weeklong 
curfew from 9 p.m. to 
6 a.m. was imposed 
because most of the city 
was still without power. 
Highways, darkened 


streetlights and pooled 
water made it difficult to 
drive. 

Houston, we have 
probiems 

The storm had frozen the 
nation’s fourth-largest 
city as it moved inland. 
Schools called off classes 
Monday, and downtown 
businesses are shuttered 
until further notice. 
Airports will remain 
closed. 

Massive damage 

The second floor of some 
homes sat where the first 
had been before Ike’s 
surge washed it out, and 
only framed remained 
below the roofs of others, 
opening a clear view from 
front yard to back. 

Deaths 

Eight deaths were blamed 
on the storm-five in 
Texas, two in Louisiana 


and one in Arkansas. 
Authorities said Sunday 
three people were found 
dead in Galveston, 
including one person 
found in a submerged 
vehicle near the 
airport. 

Big city hit 

Ike was the first major 
storm to directly hit a 
major U.S. metro area 
since Hurricane Katrina 
devastated New Orleans 
in 2005. 

Power outages 

More than 3 million were 
without power in Texas at 
the height of the storm, 
and it could be weeks 
before it is fully restored. 

Some good news 

Despite the death and 
destruction. Hurricane 
Ike’s storm surge was 
much smaller than the 25 
feet predicted. 


Questions still surround deadly L.A. train crash

LOS ANGELES In a surprisingly swift assess- 
ment, the operators of the commuter train 
involved in the head-on crash that killed at 
least 25 people blamed its engineer for the 
horrific accident. 

However, a National Transportation 
Safety Board member cautioned that it 
was too early to establish the cause of 
Friday’s accident. Others, too, questioned 


the timing of the operator’s move to affix 
culpability 

Rescuers were still carefully picking 
apart the twisted wreckage Saturday when 
Metrolink announced— 19 hours after the 
crash— that its preliminary investigation 
determined the engineer failed to heed a red 
signal light, leading to the collision with a 
Union Pacific freight train. 

The Metrolink engineer was among the 


dead, the NTSB said. His name has not been 
released. A total of 135 people were injured. 

The NTSB, which is leading the investiga- 
tion, played down a local TV station report 
that the engineer had exchanged a brief text 
message with a teenager shortly before the 
crash. 

KCBS said the teen was among a group of 
rail fans who befriended the engineer and 
asked him questions about his work. 


“I personally have been in accident investi- 
gations where similar reports were made that 
turned out to be inaccurate so I want to be 
very, very careful about it,” NTSB member 
Kitty Higgins said at a news conference late 
Saturday 

Metrolink spokeswoman Denise Tyrrell 
said she would consider it “unbelievable” that 
an engineer would be text messaging while 
operating a train.

Celebrities often exhibit less than proper 
behavior, and part of their problem is 
that they don’t know simple principles 
of etiquette, I met with Emily Post’s 
great-great granddaughter, Anna Post, 
last week, and we discussed some recent 
do’s and don’t ’s for celebrities. Post has 
teamed up with Hyatt Place hotels and 
launched theetiquetteeffectxom to give 
etiquette advice to the public, 

British comedian Russell Brand offended some people Sept, 7 
when he discussed his personal political views while he hosted the 
MTV Video Music Awards, I asked Post if the VMAs or any awards 
show is a proper venue for a celebrity to rant about politics, 

“Occasions such as the Oscars and the VMAs are about the enter- 
tainment industry, not about political agendas,” she said, “If people 
choose to use these events as a platform for their personal beliefs, no 
one can stop them, but they may lose some of their listeners’ respect 
for going off topic and need to be prepared for that,” 

Michael Lohan often discusses his estranged daughter Lindsay’s 
personal life publicly, and Lynne Spears recently wrote a book dis- 
cussing the private lives of her daughters Britney and Jamie Lynn, 

Do parents of celebrities cross the line by publicly discussing their 
child’s personal life? 

“To me, kids are off-limits,” Post said, “Period. Parents trying to 
explain their children’s behavior for them can often just throw more 
fuel on the fire. No comment is the safest answer,” 

Brooke Hogan has recently publicly criticized her mother, Linda, 
for dating a younger man. That brings up this question: Is it ever OK 
for a celebrity to talk about their parents’ personal life? 

‘Again, talking about anyone’s private life except your own is inap- 
propriate, especially to the media. Be your own spokesperson,” Post 
said. 

Is it possible for celebrities who have displayed train-wreck 
behavior, such as Britney Spears and Amy Winehouse, to make a 
comeback? 

“Sure, we’ve all made mistakes at one point, and when we change 
how we behave for the good, people appreciate it,” Post said. 

How does a celebrity who has been guilty of bad behavior earn 
respect in their industry again? 

“Sincerity and consistency are going to be key in turning around a 
negative image,” Post said. “When change happens, and it’s believ- 
able and positive, that’s where people’s focus will go,”

Chicago, suburbs clean up 
after record rain, flooding

Across a waterlogged 
Chicago region, the 
rain stopped for the first 
time in three days on 
Sunday, and forecasters 
predicted several days 
of dry weather. 

For Des Plaines 
Mayor Tony Arredia, 
any optimism that news 
brought was overshad- 
owed by the prospect of 
hard work ahead for his 
flood-ravaged city 

“The cleanup will be 
just as tiring as waiting 
for the flood,” Arredia 
said Sunday in City Hall. 

“What people really 
need now is support.” 

The word from the 
National Weather 
Service in Romeoville 
was the first good news 
some had heard in 
days in the wake of the 
record rain brought to 
northern Illinois. 

“The rain is now com- 
ing to an end,” National Weather Service meteo- 
rologist Charles Mott said Sunday about 5:30 p.m. 
‘And it’s supposed to be dry all week. That’s a very 
good thing.” 

The dry spell arrives as the Chicago region set 
one record for rainfall in a calendar day, 6.64 inches 
on Saturday, and approached setting a record for 
the amount of September rainfall— in just the first 
two weeks of the month. 

This weekend’s rains alone were enough to cause 
widespread problems. 

Most of the Bishop Ford Freeway between 95th 
Street to Interstate 80 was closed by flooding, 
and officials did not expect it to open before the 
Monday morning commute. 

Swollen rivers and creeks spurred more than a 
thousand voluntary evacuations across the Chicago 
region on Sunday, and they triggered emergency 
declarations in half a dozen Illinois communities 
and all of Cook County

CTA ON TRACK 

Riders on the CTA 
should fare better 
Monday. Besides 
buses being rerouted 
around flooded areas 
like Pulaski Road 
and Foster Avenue, 
service is expected 
to be normal, except 
for Blue Line trains 
between Rosemont 
and O’Hare. 

A vault fire caused 
by flooding at the 
airport damaged 
cables that control 
signals and switches 
for trains going 
into the airport, 
so those must be 
operated manually, 
said spokeswoman 
Noelle Gaffney. 

Riders headed to 
O’Hare should add 
15 minutes to their 
travel times-and 
she said it could take 
a month for those 
repairs to be made. 



morning while trying to rescue a 10 -year-old boy 
from being sucked into a 3 -foot-wide culvert in a 
flooded drainage ditch behind one of the men’s 
home, officials said. 

MarkThanos, 48, and his father, John Thanos, 
74, went into the water, part of a drainage ditch 
that feeds into the flooded Coffee Creek, authori- 
ties said. 

“The boy was sucked through. He made it to 
the bank on other side,” said Phyllis Kumar, a 
dispatcher at the Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources. “The men, they got stuck.” 

About 100 homes were evacuated in Des Plaines, 
Arredia said. 

Riverside firefighters knocked on the door of 
Gail Emond’s condominium at 5 a.m. Sunday and 
told her and her husband, Bart Dziekonski, to flee 
their home. By Sunday afternoon, the couple, their 
two cats and three neighbors were in motel rooms 
in Lyons, watching the Bears game. 

The Des Plaines River had flooded into the base- 


ment windows of their condo, and the basement 
was submerged in water, Emond said Sunday 

“We’re just trying to stay calm. It’s hard, but 
what can you do? I’m sure other people have it 
worse,” Emond said. 

“It maybe several days before people can return 
to their homes,” Riverside Fire Chief Kevin 
Mulligan said. 

Evacuations also were carried out Sunday in Des 
Plaines along the Des Plaines River, in north sub- 
urban Glenview along the west fork of the north 
branch of the Chicago River, and in the city in 
Albany Park along the Chicago River. 

“I have never seen flooding like this,” said Albany 
Park resident Babu Daniel, who has lived in the 
neighborhood for 10 years, as he walked through 
water up to his knees. 

Jim LoBianco, managing deputy commis- 
sioner with the Chicago Department of Human 
Resources, said 38 people spent Saturday night 
at a make-shift shelter in the Chicago Municipal

“The city has made a concerted effort 
to allow people to relocate with their 
pets,” LoBianco said. 

Shylo Bisnett, 29, who lives on North 
Avers Avenue near the flooded intersec- 
tion with West Carmen Avenue, helped 


clear drains clogged with leaves. 

Bisnett said the block of West Carmen 
that ends at the river was flooded since 
about 3 p.m. Saturday While the city 
began towing cars blocking drains, offi- 
cials didn’t start sandbagging until Sunday 
morning, she said. Her neighbors, many 
with flooded basements, have been sand- 
bagging all night, and she wished the city 
had started sooner, Bisnett said. “They’ve 
been up all night, emptying their base- 
ments,” she said of her neighbors. 


Watery weekend 

Record rains wreaked havoc all over the Chicago area this weekend. Here’s a look at how 
the three days of rain affected the city and nearby suburbs, tribune 


Albany Park 

At the corner of North Avers and West 
Carmen Avenues, water was up to 2-feet deep, 
and vehicles were moving slowly through 
the flooded area. The water had reached all 
the way up to nearby homes, mostly 2-story, 
brick townhouses. The entire area near Avers 
and Carmen had been closed off to anyone 
other than local residents. Police barriers 
were blocking streets. Streets and Sanitation 
bulldozers were dropping sandbags along 
Avers, and Peoples Gas workers were turning 
off gas service due to the flooding. 

Northwest side 

The heavy rains caused flooding issues near 
some areas bordering the Chicago River on the 
Northwest Side, prompting the Department 
of Streets and Sanitation to relocate as many 
vehicles as possible to get them out of harm’s 
way Relocated vehicles that were south of the 
river in the affected area were taken to 4958 
N. Springfield. Vehicles relocated from North 
of the river were taken to the Northeastern 
Illinois University Parking Lot, Lot “L,” 
according to a city news release. 

CTA service 

Flooding disrupted service on the Blue and 
Tfellow Lines, but the lines were running 
again by 9:30 a.m. Sunday, according to the 
CTA Web site. As of Sunday afternoon, a 
temporary reroute of the No. 92 Foster bus 
was in effect due to a flooded viaduct. For up- 
to-the-minute changes and information as you 
head to work Monday, visit the CTA online 
from your mobile device at transitchicago.com 
and its bus tracker at ctabustracker.com. 

Flood shelters 

The Greater Chicago Red Cross has opened 
four shelters for people displaced by flooding 
in the city and suburbs. The shelters are 
located at:

The shelter was opened 
early Sunday to care for people who were 
evacuated from parts of Albany Park. 

» The Des Plaines Park District at 515 E. 
Thacker in Des Plaines. 

» St. Stevens Lutheran Church at 14700 S. 
Kildare in Midlothian in the south suburbs. 
»Mt. Carmel School, iioi N. 23rd Avenue in 
Melrose Park. 

Fests canceled 

The fourth annual Lakeview East Eestival 
of the Arts canceled its second day of events 
Sunday due to the weather. Celtic Eest Chicago 
at Grant Park was canceled due to rain. 


What if you 
house flood 


s? 


» If you have flood insurance, call your 
agent to file a claim. Most home insurance 
policies don’t cover flood damage, 
however. Take photos of any water in the 
house and damaged personal property to 
make filing the claim easier. 

» If you had to evacuate, check your 
home, including the foundation, for 
structural damage before re-entering. 

» Don’t use matches, cigarette lighters or 
other open flames upon re-entering your 
home. If there was a natural gas leak, you 
risk an explosion. 

» Keep the power off until an electrician 
declares it safe to turn back on. 

» Discard any food-even canned goods- 
that were submerged in floodwaters. 

» Damaged refrigerators, washers and 
dryers can be recycled at scrap dealers. 

» Put on rubber gloves to wash and 
disinfect walls, floors, closets and shelves 
that were underwater. 

» Throw out upholstered furniture and 
drywall, which can grow mold. 

» Photos, books and other papers can be 
put in plastic bags, frozen and cleaned later. 
» Don’t cut your feet-wear sturdy shoes.

Addison 

Nearly 750 people were evacuated Sunday 
from II apartment buildings along Salt 
Creek, some by boat, officials said. 

Riverside 

At least 400 residents were evacuated from 
their homes as the Des Plaines River was 
expected to crest at i a.m. Monday at 10.2 
feet— well above the 7-foot flood stage. 

Rosemont 

At the Hyatt Regency O’Hare in Rosemont, 
extensive flooding forced the closing of 
hotel garages. Vehicles inside the multi-level 
garage were safe, but the ground level, from 
which cars were ordered moved Saturday, 
was under more than 2 feet of water. Also, 
River Road was closed from Interstate 190 
and points north. 

Brookfield 

Brookfield Zoo, which touts itself as being 
open 365 days a year, was closed Sunday 
due to the flooding on nearby roads, a 
spokeswoman said. She said all animals were 
moved safely indoors.

A new Ferris

Gargantuan Ferris wheels are the 
new status symbol for big cities 
vying to grab more attention on 
the world stage, so Chicago is going 
for an upgrade at Navy Pier, plan- 
ning to build one at least twice the 
size of the existing wheel there. 

A new, privately developed Ferris 
wheel. Navy Pier officials hope, 
would rise at least 300 feet into the 
air and attract the sorts of tourist 
hordes who plunk down big bucks to 
ride other monster wheels worldwide, 
including the enormous London Eye 
on the bank of the Thames. 

Other cities such as Singapore 
and Beijing either have huge Ferris 
wheels or are planning them, and 
even Baghdad is dreaming of a giant 
wheel in the sky 

For Chicago, the Ferris wheel 
would be an extraordinary addi- 
tion to the skyline. A giant Ferris 
wheel likely would have more than 
30 heated and air conditioned gon- 
dolas that could hold about 25 pas- 
sengers each, or about 750 people at 
one time, about triple the capacity 
on the existing one. 

And some of gondolas could have 
catering facilities and even host 
weddings. 

For Chicago, the original wheel, 
on the Midway Plaisance in Hyde 
Park, was the centerpiece of an 
event that redefined this city Held 
just 22 years after the Chicago Fire, 
the World’s Columbian Exposition 
put Chicago back on the map.

“You don’t get the best cup of coffee that 
way,” he said. 


Instead of providing a more comfortable 
ride for its customers, the CTA on Friday 
began removing some seats on Brown Line 
trains to cram aboard more riders.

Nationwide, 54 percent of transit systems 
said they are allowing crowding beyond local 
service standards and 39 percent said they are 
turning away passengers.

Few safeguards for 
Mexican produce 


ALLEN DE, Mexico At the end of a 

dirt road in northern Mexico, the 
conveyer belts processing hundreds 
of tons of vegetables a year for U.S. 
and Mexican markets are open to the 
elements, protected only by a corrugated 
metal roof 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
suspects this packing plant, its warehouse 
in McAllen, Texas, and a farm in Mexico 
are among the sources of the United States’ 
largest outbreak of food-borne illness in 
a decade, which infected at least 1,440 


people with a rare form of salmonella. 

A plant manager confirmed to The 
Associated Press that workers handling 
chili peppers aren’t required to separate 
them according to the sanitary conditions 
in which they were grown, offering a 
possible explanation for how such a rare 
strain of salmonella could have caused 
such a large outbreak. 

The AP has found that while some 
Mexican producers grow fruits and 
vegetables under strict sanitary conditions 
for export to the US., many don’t— and 


they can still send their produce across 
the border easily 

Neither the U.S. nor the Mexican 
governments impose any safety 
requirements on farms and processing 
plants. That includes those using unsanitary 
conditions— like those at Agricola 
Zaragoza— and brokers or packing plants 
that mix export-grade fruits and vegetables 
with lower-quality produce. 

In fact, the only thing a Mexican 
company needs to do to sell produce to 
the U.S. is to register online.

CHARLOTTE The Bears were thwarted in their 
attempt to win their second straight road 
game when the Carolina Panthers rallied from 
a 14-point third-quarter deficit to prevail 20-17 
Sunday at Bank of America Stadium. 

The Bears fell to i-i, while the Panthers went 
to 2-0. 

Bears rookie running back Matt Forte had 
92 yards rushing on 23 carries. Kyle Orton com- 
pleted 19 of 32 passes for 149 yards. 

The Bears got some bad news when wide 
receiver/kick returner Devin Hester was ruled 
out for the rest of the game with sore ribs in 
the third quarter. 

The Bears made a huge special-teams play 
in the first quarter to grab a 7-0 lead. Darrell 
McClover went in untouched and blocked a 
punt by Carolina’s Jason Baker. The ball was 
picked up by Brandon Lloyd, who ran it in for 
a 9 -yard touchdown. 

The Bears drove into Carolina territory 
again in the opening quarter, but tight end 
Greg Olsen fumbled. The ball was recovered by 
Panthers linebacker Jon Beason. But Carolina 
could not move against the stout Bears’ defen- 
sive unit on its next possession. 

The Bears responded with a 17-play, 84-yard 
drive culminated by a 26 -yard field goal by 
Robbie Gould, giving the Bears a lo-o advan- 
tage early in the second period. 

The Panthers got on the scoreboard in the 


closing seconds of the first half John Kasay 
booted a 37-yard field goal to make it 10-3. 
Mark Jones returned Brad Maynard’s punt 31 
yards to the Bears’ 23 -yard line to set up the 
Panthers in excellent field position before the 
field goal. 

The Bears forced a Carolina turnover early in 
the third period. Quarterback Jake Delhomme 
passed to tight end Jeff King, who had the ball 
stripped from his grasp by Kevin Payne. The 
ball flew up in the air and was intercepted by 
Charles Tillman, who returned the ball 26 yards 
to the Carolina 23. The four-play scoring drive 
resulted in a i-yard TD run by fullback Jason 
McKie to make it 17-3. 

Kasay booted a 45-yard field goal with 5:23 
left in the third quarter to pull Carolina within 
17-6. 

Olsen fumbled for the second time with 5:16 
left in the third quarter. After a short reception 
from Orton, Olsen had the ball punched out 
of his grasp by defensive back Chris Harris, 
a former Bear. The fumble was recovered by 
Chris Gamble and returned 10 yards to the 
Bears’ 26. 

The Panthers pushed it from there as rookie 
running back Jonathan Stewart scored from 
4 yards out to make the score 17-13. 

Carolina took the lead 20-17 with 3:52 left in 
the game when Stewart plowed in from the i 
for his second touchdown.

On third-and- 
1 at the 50-yard line with 2:02 left in 
the game, Kyle Orton passed to Marty 
Booker and was nearly intercepted by 
Chris Gamble. Offensive coordinator 
Ron Turner sent in a running play for 
Matt Forte with an option for Orton 
to pass. “I should have just called a 
certain [run play], run it up there and 
get the first down,” Turner said. 

On fourth-and-1, the Bears gave the 
ball to fullback Jason McKie, he was 
stonewalled by the Panthers line. 

“I want the ball every play,” Forte 
said.

make a play.” 

» Devin Hester left Sunday’s game in 
the third quarter with bruised ribs. 

He is scheduled to have an MRI on 
Monday.

MILWAUKEE Carlos Zambrano I CUBS 5, 

pitched the first no-hitter for the I REDSO 

Chicago Cubs in 36 years, returning 

from a recent bout of rotator cuff 

soreness to shut down the Houston Astros 5-0 Sunday 

night in a game relocated because of Hurricane Ike. 

Zambrano stopped a Houston team that had not 
played since Thursday and flew to Milwaukee on the 
day of the game. The storm forced baseball to move 
two games of the series from Texas to Miller Park, 
home of the Brewers. 

Zambrano, known for his emotional displays on 
the mound, kept himself in control until striking out 
Darin Erstad to flnish his gem. 

The big right-hander dropped to his knees and 
pointed to the sky with both hands after getting 
Erstad to swing and miss. Zambrano was immediately 
mobbed on the mound by his teammates. 

The crowd of 23,441— mostly Cubs fans— erupted 
in a wild ovation after chanting “Let’s go Z!” through- 
out the final inning. 

Zambrano struck out 10 and walked one in the Cubs’ 
first no-hitter since Milt Pappas pitched one against 
San Diego in 1972. This was the second no-hitter in the 
majors this season— Boston’s Jon Lester did it against 
Kansas City at Eenway Park on May 19.

It would be easy to assume that the first 
month of Cameron Chase’s life followed 
the monotonous cycle of eat-sleep-eat again 
familiar to any new parent. But anyone who 
has read his oft-updated profile on Totspot, 
a site billed as Facebook for children, knows 
better. Cameron, of Winter Garden, Fla., has 
lounged poolside in a bouncy seat with his 
grandparents, noted that Tropical Storm Fay 
passed by his hometown and proclaimed that 
he finds the abstract Kandinsky print above 
his parents’ bed “very stimulating!” 

Hailing from Winnipeg, Ontario, Dominic 
Miguel Alexander Carrasco, 7 months old, 
uses his Totspot page to share his obsessions 
with his entourage. His fave nickname? Buddy 
or Big Boy His fave book? “Green Eggs and 
Ham.” His fave food? Unsurprisingly, “mom’s 
milk.” 

Of course, these busy social networkers 
don’t actually post journal entries or befriend 
playground acquaintances themselves. Their 
sleep-deprived parents are behind the cur-

tain, shaping their 
children’s online iden- 
tities even before they 
are diaper-free. 

“It does feel a little 
funny to personal- 
ize it in his voice and 
be connecting to 

other babies as him,” said Kristin Chase, 29, 
Cameron’s mother. 

But considering that relatives clamor for 
updates, she enjoys being able to catalog 
10 -week-old Cameron’s doings in one Web- 
accessible place. 

“Knowing his daddy, it won’t be long before 
he’s blogging about himself anyway,” she said, 
referring to her husband, Nathan, 29, who 
joined Odadeo, a site still in beta that allows 
dads to blog on behalf of baby and meet other 
fathers. 

A host of new sites, including Totspot, 
Odadeo, Lil’Grams and Kidmondo, now offer 
parents a chance to forgo the e-mail blasts of 
the past and instead invite friends and family 



to join and contribute to a network geared to 
connecting them to the baby in their lives. 

As of this month, Totspot has more than 
15,000 users. Kidmondo and Lil’Grams, 
both started last year, each have thousands 
of users. 


“We’re seeing a rising tide of parenting 
interest on social networks,” said Adam 
Ostrow, editor of Maskable, a blog about 
social networking sites. “Recently, I’ve 
noticed a lot of Facebook users are adding 
their children to their profiles.”
